WASHINGTON (AP) —• A So­ 
viet threat of possible “retalia­ 
tory steps” to intensified U.S.

Vita/ 
China Watchers Are Frustrated

The United States has a big 
stake in the outcome of Red Chi­ 
na’s upheaval, experts agree. 
When 
it 
comes 
to choosing 
sides, the specialists are frus­ 
trated. There seems nothing to 
do but wait, watch and wonder. 
A poll of men who have spent 
much of their lives studying 
China produces a chilling mys­ 
tery despite a large measure of 
agreement on some points. Chi- 
na, the specialists say, has not 
lun^eT 
ti!IS'yet felt the full, painful im pact 


of its titanic inner struggle and 
probably will not for another 
year or two. The danger will be­ 
come more acute when the hang­ 
over sets in. Much will depend 
upon who has the upper hand. 
The upheaval has virtually de­ 
stroyed the Chinese Communist 
party structure as it existed 
some years ago. It has jolted 
the government structure, se­ 
verely damaged the educational 
system, badly hurt industrial 
and 
agricultural 
production 
prospects, damaged China’s for­ 
eign trade and foreign exchange 


position, and interfered with the 
progress of science probably in 
all fields except nuclear weapon 
technology. 
A year of inces­ 
sant turmoil also has radically 
changed the pattern of global 
politics. China has increasingly 
isolated herself within a ring of 
apprehension. 
These views were brought out 
in discussions with scholars at 
the 27th Congress of Orientalists 
at the University of Michigan 
this month. They agree in gen­ 
eral that it is dangerous to pre- 
dict about China. There may 
never be a clear line between 


victory and vanquished in the 
great proletarian cultural revo­ 
lution. Indeed, it is difficult for 
students to speak in clearly de­ 
fined terms of one side or the 
other winning the struggle. 
On the surface, it would seem 
to be a gigantic struggle be­ 
tween two distinct factions: one 
headed by Defense Minister Lin 
Piao with the support and bless­ 
ing of Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
the other headed by President 
Liu Shao-chi, backed by signifi­ 
cant elements in tho party and 
government bureaucracies.

He 
can’t work; he just sits and 
broods.

Dear Mrs. M.: 
That which we do not know 
about Parkinson’s disease can 
fill many books. We, in the prac­ 
tice of medicine, know how to 
recognize it because the clinical 
picture is so distinctiv e. Unfor­ 
tunately , we do not know enough 
about its cause and its cure to 
be helpful in all cases. 
Parkinson’s 
disease 
is 
also 
known 
as 
shaking 
palsy , or 
p a r a l y s i s agitans. In some 
cases, this condition 
may 
be 
the result of an inflammation of 
infection of the brain. It can 
also be due to drugs, carbon 
monox ide poisoning and, occa­ 
sionally , to injury . 
The form that occurs in late 
middle age or in the elderly is 
almost alway s unex plained. 
I mentioned that 
a 
doctor 
can rather readily 
make 
the 
diagnosis by the appearance of 
the patient. The facial ex pres­ 
sion becomes fix ed and does not 
respond to laughter. 
TTie muscles becomes smooth: 
the gait in adv anced cases be­ 
comes slow, hesitant and shuf­ 
fling. Speech becomes impaired. 
One of the characteristic mo­ 
tions is described as a pill-roll­ 
ing tremor of the hands. This 
description comes from the way 
that druggists made pills be­ 
tween 
their 
thumbs and the 
two adjacent fingers. 
The 
treatment for Parkin­ 
sonism has nev er been particu­ 
larly effectiv e. Drugs of all kind 
hav e been used to reliev e the 
sy mptoms without really help­ 
ing the underly ing condition. 
There is now a v ery elaborate 
and complex operation on the 
brain which is used in carefully 
chosen cases to reliev e the tre­ 
mor 
and 
the 
rigidity 
of the 
muscles. Not all cases are can­ 
didates for this operation.

President Nkrumah of Ghana, 
who has been liv ing in ex ile in 
Conakry . 
The protests of the Iv ory Coast 
and Guinea to the UN set a liv e­ 
ly 
merry -go-round 
in 
motion. 
Guinea claimed that its "rights 
as a Member of the United Na­ 
tions had been v iolated.’ T h e 
Iv ory Coast alleged that "hu­ 
man rights” — surely a UN con­ 
cern — had been brought into 
contempt through the "arbitrary 
and high-handed” seizure of Di­ 
rector of Family Allowances Ka­ 
mano and the crew of the fishing 
boat. 
Curiously , the trawler’s 
crew included elev en Ghanaians, 
two Frenchmen, a couple of Ma­ 
lians, two Togolese, and two cit­

means that a lot of UN member 
nations were inv olv ed.

U Thant, as usual, has been 
tearing his hair. Meanwhile, Al­ 
geria, which has protested tile 
detention of the Guinean diplo­ 
mats, has been hanging on to 
Moise Tshombe for a price. The 
report is that Algeria will let 
Tshombe be ex tradited for ex e­ 
cution in tile Congo prov ided that 
the Congolese gov ernment turns 
against the United States 
and 
Israel. But tile Israelis 
hav e 
been training 
Congolese, 
sold­ 
iers, 
and 
the U.S. 
has been 
lending the Congo gov ernment 
planes to help put down rebel­ 
lions. So, as these words are 
being written Tshombe still sits

But the modern twist to the iron

Please tell me all you can 
about the cause and treatment 
of

Dear Mrs. M.: 
That which we do not know 
about Parkinson's disease can 
fill many books. We, in the prac­ 
tice of medicine, know how to 
recognize it because the clinical 
picture is so distinctive. Unfor­ 
tunately, we do not know enough 
about its cause and its cure to 
be helpful in all cases. 
Parkinson's disease is also 
known 
as 
shaking 
palsy, or 
p a r a l y s i s agitans. In some 
cases, this condition 
may 
be 
the result of an inflammation of 
infection of the brain. It can 
also be due to drugs, carbon 
monoxide poisoning and, occa­ 
sionally, to injury. 
The form that occurs in late 
middle age or in the elderly is 
almost always unexplained. 
I mentioned that 
a 
doctor 
can rather readily 
make 
the 
diagnosis by the appearance of 
the patient. The facial expres­ 
sion becomes fixed and does not 
respond to laughter. 
Tile muscles becomes smooth: 
the gait in advanced cases be­ 
comes slow, hesitant and shuf­ 
fling. Speech becomes impaired. 
One of the characteristic mo­ 
tions is described as a pill-roll­ 
ing tremor of the hands. This 
description comes from the way 
that druggists made pills be­ 
tween 
their 
thumbs and the 
two adjacent fingers. 
The treatment for Parkin­ 
sonism has never been particu­ 
larly effective. Drugs of all kind 
have been used to relieve the 
symptoms without really help­ 
ing the underlying condition. 
There is now a very elaborate 
and complex operation on the 
brain which is used in carefully 
chosen cases to relieve the tre­ 
mor 
and the rigidity of the 
muscles. Not all cases are can­ 
didates for this operation. 
Before it is considered, 
the 
doctor and the neurologist care­ 
fully survey the condition to 
avoid the disappointing heart­ 
break of a failure. 
Psychological support 
is 
of 
great value to the people who 
are afflicted with this calamit­ 
ous 
condition. I am 
always 
amazed by the remarkable re­ 
serve 
and 
courage shown by 
patients with Parkinsonism.

Your request could not pos­ 
sibly be more 
difficult if you

Union. Since there are hundreds 
of well-trained plastic surgeons 
the list would compromise my 
time and serve you no purpose.

Your own physician must be 
the c l e a r i n g house for any 
specialist you seek. He knows 
your condition best. He also 
knows the plastic surgeons in 
your immediate vicinity who 
will make the greatest contri­ 
bution to you. If you still want 
a list of specialists there is a 
directory in any medical library 
that will name all of them.

And if you are having any 
trouble with your tulips do pay 
heed. 
In fact you’d best pay heed 
j whether you arc hav ing troub 
Ie or not. 
According to Burpee’s tulips 
, should not be planted in soil in 
which they had been grown the 
last two seasons. Select a new 
location in a sunny position.

The new load of criticism be­ 
gan to hit Johnson July 31. 
There 
had 
been 
increasing 
growling about Johnson’s han­ 
dling of the war, particularly by 
Chairman J.W. 
Fulbright, D 
Ark., of the Senate Fireign Re­ 
lations Committee 
On July 31 he introduced a 
resolution—the 
Senate 
hasn’t 
acted on it yet and perhaps nev­ 
er will—that would greatly re­ 
duce a President’s |x>wer in for­ 
eign affairs. 
It would require joint approv­ 
al by Congress and the Presi­ 


dent to seal any national com­ 
mitment abroad. This already 
is 
required 
if the 
President 
wants to make a treaty. But a 
President can do a lot of things 
abroad without a treaty. 
So the Fulbright idea would 
tie a President’s hands far more 
than ever before. 
Then on Aug. IO, 21 House Re­ 
publicans called on its Foreign 
Affairs Committee to modify the 
Gulf of Tonkin resolution, which 
both houses approved in 1964. It 
pretty much gives the President 
a blank check on how he wants 
to stop Communist aggression 
in Vietnam. 
On that same day 57 House 
Democrats called on Johnson to 
warn the ruling military regime 
in South Vietnam that unless it 
allows a fair presidential elec­ 
tion there this country may do 
some rethinking about helping 
South Vietnam. 
This followed 
reports from 
Saigon that 
Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky, running for vice presi­ 
dent on the same ticket with Lt. 


Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, now 
head of state and running for 
president, had said the military 
junta was already making plans 
to retain power after the elec­ 
tion no matter who won. 
And that same day, Aug. 10, 
the other IO presidential candi­ 
dates opposing Thieu announced 
they would refuse to campaign 
unless assured by Thieu and Ky 
there wold be an end to “har­ 
assm ent.” 
This was enough for some of 
the Senators growing ever more 
unhappy about the war. So on 
Aug ll a bunch of them—led by 
New York’s two Senators, Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy, Democrat, and 
Jacob 
K. 
Javits, 
Republican 
—began calling the upcoming 
elections a fraud, a farce, and a 
charade. 
But 
that 
same 
day, 
the 
Thieu-Ky 
government 
invited 
Congress to send observers to 
Vietnam to insure the elections 
were free and open to scrutiny 
by all. 
The Senate didn’t want any 


part of that and rejected the in 
vitation. 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield said he saw no 
reason why Congress should in­ 
volve 
itself. 
And 
Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen said 
just about the same thing. 
Five 
days 
later, 
Aug. 
16, 
Johnson tried to soothe the sen­ 
atorial fears by saying he al­ 
ready had told Thieu and Ky it 
was vital to keep the elections 
on the up and up and he said 
they promised to support the 
election outcome. 
But that didn t soothe Javits 
who the next day proposed, al­ 
though the Senate wasn’t willing 
to send anyone to Vietnam to 
see how things really were, that 
the elections be postponed a 
month to give the civilian candi­ 
dates a “real chance.” But this 
suggestion was ignored on all 
sides. 
Johnson held a news confer­ 
ence Aug. 18 and, in effect, sug­ 
gested “patience, please” and 


then challenged Congress to re 
peal the Gulf of Tonkin resolu 
tion if it didn’t like what he was 
doing. 
Ky, taking extraordinary ac­ 
tion, sent Congress itself a letter 
Tuesday pledging he and Thieu 
would abide by the election out­ 
come, no matter who won. 
And late Wednesday Johnson 


announced be was sending th® 
delegation of citizens, including' 
some senators, to Vietnam aa 
observers. Now lf the elections 
turn out sour. nobody can say 
Johnson was hiding anything. 
This ought to silence his crit­ 
ics for a while but, as nobody 
knows 
better 
than 
Johnson; 
probably not for long.
